The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to 
determine the presence of all possible minor errors.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 7-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In the instant case, claim 7 recites both a charged particle beam irradiating 
apparatus and method step setting forth the use of that apparatus. Claims 8-9 similarly 
carry the limitations of claim 7 and are therefore indefinite as well. 

A single claim which claims both an apparatus and the method steps of using the 
apparatus is indefinite under 35 U.S.C, 1 12, second paragraph, hi Ex parte LyelL 17 
USPQ2d 1.548 (Bd. Pat. A pp. & Inter. 1990), a claim directed to an automatic 
transmission workstand and the method steps of using it was held to be ambiguous and 
properly rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

Such claims should also be rejected under 35 U.S.C 101 based on the theory that the 
claim is directed to neither a "process" nor a "machine/ 1 but rather embraces or overlaps 
two different statutory classes of invention set forth in 35 U.S.C 101 which is dratted so 
as to set forth the statutory classes of invention in the alternative only. Id at 1551 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 
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Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 7-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. Claim 7 recites both an apparatus and method 
steps for the use of that apparatus. Claims 7-9 therefore overlap two different statutory 
classes of invention. Note the citation of Ex parte Lyell above. 

Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1.130(b). 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

Claim 7-9 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims of copending 
Application No. 10/253586. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are 
not patentably distinct from each other because of the following: 



Regarding pending claim 7, copending claim 4 recites all the material limitation 
requirements of pending claim 7 save the method step of rotating said rotating body 
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such that the axis of irradiation of an irradiation field forming means is matched with a 
setting irradiation direction of said charged particle beam to the beams target. 

The "setting irradiation direction" limitation is construed by the examiner to mean 
any direction where the beam irradiates the target because the claim and specification 
do not set forth any special criteria regarding the rotation of the target relative to the 
irradiation field forming means to define the term. 

After addressing the above limitation, the disparity between the claims is that 
copending claim 4 is an apparatus claim and pending claim 7 is set forth initially as a 
method claim. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to carry out the method recited in pending claim 7 because 
copending claim 4 recites all material limitations and associated functional language 
required for the practice of said method. 

Regarding pending claims 8 and 9, copending claim 4 recites the required 
elements and functional language to practice the method of pending claims 8 and 9 
where the rationale applied to pending claim 7 above is similarly applied to pending 
claims 8 and 9. 



This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 
conflicting claims have not in fact been patented.
